t OUR PAPER. 

The present number closes the first half of the 
year 1884. It gives us much pleasure to close the 
first six mouths with so creditable an issue of our 
paper. In reviewing it we are really proud of our 
paper* In midsummer, when we had feared we 
might be left without any contributions, to be 
enabled to pat out two issues in succession almost 
totalry composed, of origin at matter, is highly 
gratifying indeed. Last week was mostly corres- 
pondence; while this week has a great part devo 
ted to essays and sermons. We would have pre- 
ferred to have them more evenly divided ; but 
oar rale is always to pat out original matter as 
fresh as possible, especially correspondence. De- 
lay Bonit3,';r.es spoils it. 

Our sermons thif week are excellent. We do 
not see wherein they could be better. Hope they 
may accomplish much good. We do love to hear 
brethren apeak out plainly and boldly, practically 
and biblically. There is no kind of talk so re- 
freshing to us as Bible talk. Would we could 
have at least one such sermon each week, from 
some one. 

Brother A. L. Gerber ventures out \l a new 
move, in a masterly manner, which must commend 
■teeli to the attention of every conscientious fol- 
lower of Christ The suggestion is not altogether 
new to us, for we have frequently wished for more 
privacy when observing the ordinances of leet- 
waahing, the Lord's Supper and the communion. 
Not that we were ashamed of them, but that we 
might be left alone with our brethren, our Lord, 
end our thoughts. We have felt that the services 
would be much more enjoyable if they could be 
held more quietly. And the old custom of argu- 
mentation with objectors was for years very ob- 
jectional to us. And we with pleasure, therefore, 
second the motion of brother Gerbsr, that we 
progress in this matter until we come to the er- 
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ample and precedent of keeping all the 
and injunctions of the Gospel ot Christ. 

Brother Qnsgey closes the first quarter of his 
Sunday School Service by a graphic Review. Hie 
lessons have given very good satisfaction. They 
were used in many of the Sunday schools, ana 
some expressed regret that the paper did not 
reach them in time so that the teachers and Su- 
perintendents could get the benefit ot his exposi- 
tion of the Scripture lesson. We are very grate- 
ful to brother Onagey for his promptness, having 
never failed or been tardy in forwarding the man- 
uscript, and always having it is good shape. We 
aLo hope he will continue to conduct the depart- 
ment at least another quarter, as we know he can 
do it well, and no one else has ventured to take 
his place. By the close of another term perhaps 
some one will be prepared to relieve him. 

Brother Balsbaugb discourses to us on the 
means ot Eterual Lite, in his usual forcible style. 
Brother B, has lately been showing himself more 
friendly to the poor outcasts, and indicates more 
moral independence than is usually tolerated in 
the German Baptist church. Their church policy 
would scarcely admit so much sociability toward 
as. We are happy to be the recipients of his pro- 
ductions, as long as they are Christum in their 
tenor, but he is venturing rather much tor hie 
own safety. 

Our correspondents, too, deserve a compliment 
for keeping that department supplied with newsy, 
readable matter, which makes our papear a credit 
to our people, We have just reason for being 
proud ot them. Almost twenty years ago we first 
entered into the religions publishing business. 
One of our neighbors asked us whether we 
thought we could engage contributors enough 
to supply a weekly paper, in the Duukard church. 
We thought we could, and we did, but it required 
much patience and not a little work to get some of 
it into shape for the printers. But we kept prompt- 
ing and teaching until we now have a corps of 
correspondents who are an honor to any paper. 
But we need constant improving. For that rea- 
son we are progressive. The older ones must 
pass away, and new ones should take their places ; 
and in the very nature of the case and the times, 
the new ones should be better than the older 
ones. Every congregation should have a corres- 
ponding secretary, and he should write to the pa- 
per at least once a month. This would make a 
lively paper, and would have a tendency to liven 
up the churches. If a church has done nothing 
perhaps it would be good to make the conlession, 
or it may draw sympathy and assistance from 
others, if the fact be known. There are still 
many others' in the brotherhood wBo dfcild do 
much good in this department, it they could be 
made to appreciate their privileges. 

Finally, financially, we have somewhat to con- 
gratulate ourselves, beyond what appeared three 
to five months ago. Nobly have many of our 
friends come to the rescue. Not only with words 
ot praise and encouragement, but with the sub- 
stantial and needful as well. A publisher can ap- 
preciate and appropriate an unusual amount of 
advice and congratulation, and especially when it 
comes in a shape in which he can spread it before 
his readers and patrons, but be mast have money 
to keep up Lis credit and bis supplies. It we could 
only devise some plun by which we could 
induce those broth ren and sisters who have not 
yet helped us any by sending us aiditional pa- 
trons in response to our call, we should have good 
hope to get over the present year without serious 
loss. But how to reach them has so far been a 
conundrum which we could not solve. We have 
hopes now that by continued appeals we may re- 
duce that list to such a smalt number that we can 
pay them a personal visit, or at all events threat- 
en them with a private letter, either of which 
would likely have the desired effect. We ought 
to have five hundred more subscribers at one dol- 
lar for the balance of the year, to see us out. They 
could easily be secured. If we could somehow in- 
duce those delinquents to lend us their coveted 
aid, we believe we should succeed. Has any one 
a suggestion to make looking to that desirable 
end. We will give a year's subscription to any 
one who will invent a successful device. 

And lastly and leaatly, may we not also con- 
gratulate ourself, that with the liberal assistance 
of brethren Mason, Bashor, and Worst, and judi- 
cious use ot the scissors, we have succeeded in 
keeping up an editorial department in each issue 
of the six months. 

Now let us all unite and apply all our energies, 
and see if we cannot make the second half year 
of our paper even a greater success than the first 
six months have been. We ought to do so, for we 
have the advantage of our experience.

reports or onr work in OalifoniU, laet Fall, w* 
mentioned that brother Brock well bad preached 
a sermon at the Brethren's Campmeeting. He 
was not then regularly set apart to the ministry, 
bet was doing mission work with the Salvation 
Army, As it appeared he was living a consistent 
Christian lite, and manifested great earnestness 
in his exhortations, it was then thought expedient 
to have him set apart to the . ministry at some 
early opportunity. This we believe has now been 
done, and brother B. for some time past has been 
preaching the doctrine of the Gospel alone as 
practiced by the Brethren church, and at laet ac- 
counts had baptized four believen. He is a hard 
worker and deserves success. Having had no 
place ot worship, and not being able to hire a 
hall, he would preach on the streets and in public 
places. Some time ago he was arrested by a 
drinking policeman, and was fined five dollars for 
obstructing the sidewalk's. The fine was gener- 
ously paid by a well-to-do Episcopal minister, who 
could not see a man pay his own fine fur preach- 
ing the Gospel. While it may not appear just 
the best way ot carrying on church work to 
preach on the streets and in the public places of 
our large cities, yet that is the way the kingdom 
of Christ was first preached, and it is likely that 
it must continue to have its beginning in many 
places even in this progressive age, in the same 
humble manner. But we are pleased to learn that 
since the addition of several members, he has been 
enabled to secure a more suitable place of wor- 
ship. We have seat him extra "copies of oar pa- 
pers, a lot of tracts and some of our books, and 
he has in return sent us a cash remittance of five 
dollars and twenty-five cents. In his letter he 
says : 

We assembled together on the first day of June, 
being Sunday, for the holy Communion for the 
second time, and by God's help we will go through 
the ordinances on the first Sunday of every month. 
We have planted our flag in San Francisco, never 
to take it down till Gabriel blows the trumpet. 
We are still fighting, though the world and blind 
professors call us crasy. We want recruits, bat 
tbey must be of the kind who can pay their tines 
or go to jail tor their Master." 

We hope that some of the Brethren at Lathrop, 
one of the Wol te brethren or brother Beer, will 
visit brother Brockwel), and afford him any need- 
ed aid. We know he will stand in need of advice 
and counsel from more experienced ministers, and 
it would not be at all surprising if he would stand 
in need ot support. By proper fostering we are 
hopeful of the success ot the cause in San Fran- 
cisco, Brother Brock well's address is G. W. A, 
Brockwel I, 3$ Msry St., San Francisco, Califor- 
nia. 


THE WORLD'S INDUSTRIAL AND COTTON CENTEN- 
NIAL EXPOSITION. 

The world's Industrial and Cotton Centennial 
Exposition will be held at New Orleans, begin- 
ning December 1st, 1881, and lasting until May, 
1885. It originated iu a desire to commemorate, 
by a Cotton Exposition, the centennial anniver- 
sary of the first shipment of cotton from the 
United States to Europe, in 1784; but it has met 
with such favor from the general public and from 
Congress that its scope has been enlarged, and it 
now promises to be one of the fullest internation- 
al exhibitions, in all departments of art and indus- 
try, ever held. 

The General Government is preparing exhibits 
from all the departments on a scale never surpass- 
ed, and onr sister States are taking measures to 
be fully represented, both by organized societies 
and individual exhibitors. 

Governor lioedley, of Ohio, has issued a proc- 
lamation, commending the Exposition to the fav- 
orable consideration of the people ot Ohio, and 
especially to the various State and local organiza- 
tions, as well as to individuals. He also requests 
that the officers and active members of all such 
organizations should correspond and co-operate 
with lion. Homer Hamilton, who has been ap- 
pointed by the President of the United States, 
Commissioner for Ohio, and whose office is at No. 
12 Bratenahl Building, Cleveland, Ohio, and to 
whom applications for apace in the exhibition 
should be forwarded. We hope it will be made a 
success worthy of our great country. Although 
cotton is no longer king, it occupies a dignified 
position in the world of commerce.

are we to understand by the "very cbiefest "1 It 
sounds very peculiar in these days. We never 
apeak in that way now. Please tell as what Paul 
would have us understand by It T B. Y. 

The very peculiar expressions we find in the Bi- 
ble are due, no doubt, to the fact that the version 
in common use was translated in 1611. These 
expressions were, very probably, in common use 
then. Since that time the English language has 
undergone many changes, and that is the reason 
why they are peculiar to us. Whether the "very 
chiefest apostles" was grammatical in 1600,« we 
cannot say. But this we do know, looking at it 
now, we mutt say it is very bad English. In the 
Bsvised New Testament we expected such errors 
to be corrected. While some have been rectified 
many yet remain, and this is one of those that re- 
main. 

In the expression before us we cannot see what 
can be more eminent than the chief. It seems to 
imply that "the chief is not the ekUf. There are 
some who are chiefest, and, of course, some chief er. 
Now according to oar present way of talking, 
when we apeak of any person being chief, we 
mean that there are none above him. Therefore, 
judging it in our day it sounds nonsensical. Two 
and a half i centuries ago it may have sounded 
all right. In Mark 10 : 44, the expression "Who- 
soever of you will be the chiefest," as found in the 
old version, is changed to "Whosoever wonld be 
first among you," in the Revised Version. Now 
why chiefest was not also changed in the versa 
you mention, is more than we can tell. 

The idea Paul intends to convey is that he was 
in nothing behind the most eminent apostles, or 
more literal, in the highest degree, apostles. 

The many grammatical errors to be found in the 
Revised Version is the more astonishing when we 
consider that some of the most learned men of the 
day were selected for the work. However, there 
is some consolation in the tact, too, that even 
these men, eminent for their learning, can com- 
mit some grave errors in this way. It is some 
consolation to ns who make no pretentions to 
high learning. So, onr readers, when they meet 
with any errors in the Evakoelist, should remem- 
be the Revisers and the Revised Version. 

Will yon please tell us how large the ancient 
city of Jericho was ! Also what was the number 
of its inhabitants T I have consulted a number of 
authorities and have been so tar unsuccessful.

— This thing ot saying that every man. is predes- 
tinated tor heaven or hell, in the sense that God 
has foreordained every man's destiny beforehand 
is not only wrong, but it is an insult to God. If 
our destiny is already a foregone conclusion, it 
matters but little what we do. It throws all the 
blame of our condemnation upon God. And it 
is an insult to his eternal justice to think that he 
will condemn one to eternal punishment, when 
the condemned has no free -agency in the matter. 
Persons who hold this kind of a doctrine point to 
Judas as an instance, and they claim that God 
raised him up tor the very purpose of betraying 
Jesus. They may as well aay that God directed 
J adaa to commit this vile deed. We wonld like 
to know why the Bible condemns J udas tor doing 
that over which he had no control. For accord- 
ing to their doctrine he only did that for which 
ha was predestinated. He was in this sense mere- 
ly doing the wilt of God. No, we condemn such 
a doctrine as contrary to the scripture. It is true 
that God knew ages before that J udas wonld be- 
tray Christ, and so by tha month of the prophets 
it was prophesied. And it name to pass, not be- 
cause he was raised up for it, for It waa done just 
as any other sinner will commit any mean action 
in these days. We cannot throw the blame of oar 
sinfulness on the Lord in that way. 
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
